“APPEAL BOARD UNDER

THE Censorship of Publications 
Bill, 1945 which — effects 
changes in the machinery of censor- 
ship of books and __ periodicals, 
passed its second reading stage in 
the Dail gan and the Com- 
mittee stage was fixed for Wednes- 
day next. 


Mr. G. BOLAND, Minister for ; 
Justice, said that prohibition Orders 


in respect of books and periddicals 
were made by the Minister on the 
advice of the Board under the 1929 


Act, which did not provide for any | 


appeal. It did provide, however, 
that the Minister might revoke or 
vary any such Order. i 

This procedure had been shówn 
by experience to be unsatisfactory, 


for the Minister to d all the 
books. Even when he did read a 
book and doubted whether it should 
be prohibited, he, was naturally 
reluctant to oppose his personal 
judgment to the considered opinion 
of a number of persons specially 
selected for their qualifications for 
this particular task, Experience 
had also shown that some form of 
appeal was very desirable, but the 
machinery of the 1929 Act was un- 
satisfactory, since it made the 
Minister a court of appeal from 
his own Orders.

It should be remem- 
tered that the main reason for set- 
ting up the Board was to check 
the import of undesirable news- 
papers and other periodicals, With 
regard to the censorship of books, 
there had. been some complaints— 
but very few when it was remem- 
bered that nearly 2,000 books had 
been prohibited. ! 

“In one sense,” the Minister. said, 
it hardly seems worth while to 
interfere with a system which has 
worked so well, but I think that 
there is a good case for some form 
of appeal, and that, however rarely 
the right of appéal may be exer- 
cised, the mere existence of that

The results, he said, would 
prove to the world that the Con- 
gress claim to represent the whole 
af India was false. 


FEDERAL PLAN 

Lord Linlithgow, former Viceroy 
of India, sajd, at Birmingham last 
night, that he had never doubted 
the intrinsic merit of the Federal 
plan to the Indian States. He 
believed that finally many of the 
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rulers would hold the same opinion. 
All that was needed for federation 
was the agreement to federate the 
minimum number of States required 
by the Constitution Act.

Last Tuesday the City Manager, 
at. a public inquiry, . outlined 
Dublin Corporation's latest plans 
for the rehousing of some 
hundreds of families Which now 
find shelter in the cellar dwellings 
and: the insanitary tenement 
rooms around Gloucester 
Diamond: He told “the Local 
Government Department's 
spector that the Corporation 
already had acquired and recon- 
structed a number of the old 


Georgian houses in the vicinity, 


to reconstruct for the housing of 
1™4 families, another twenty-five 
houses of similar type, which at 
present shelter 357 families. The 
cost is reckoned at £182,000. 
These and further plans of the 
same nature would provide new 
flats for 830 of the families to 
be removed, and would involve 
a totak capital outlay of 
£1,350,000. Some hundreds of 
dispossessed families would be 
provided, if possible, with dwell- 
ings in other districts. The re- 
constructed flats would contain 
either two or three rooms, with 
kitchenette, bathroom, and sepa- 
rate sanitary accommodation. 
Rents had been fixed pro- 
visionally at 2s. 2d. per room 
weekly. The whole plan had been 
evolved as the result of the Cor- 
poration’s “ grave anxiety ” about 
present housing conditions in the 
district and “ the imperative need 
to save. existing buildings from 
demolition.” Also, said Dr.

These are the salient features 
of a plan which involves a 
notable departure from the Cor- 
poration’s general housing policy 
and methods. Hitherto the choice 
has been between relatively cheap 
suburban cottages and gardens, 
and excessively costly blocks of 
tenement flats with limited play- 
grounds. Now if, as the City 
Manager seems to suggest, the 
Gloucester Diamond plan is to 
be applied to decaying Georgian 
houses in many other parts of 
the city, a serious revision—if 
not, indeed, a complete reversal 
—of Dublin’s housing policy 
clearly is involved. No such far- 
reaching departure, as we believe, 
ought to be sanctioned without 
full consideration of its abiding 
However — urgent 
the need may be for new dwell- 
ings—and it is. rapidly becoming 
desperate—no step taken during 
the present emergency ‘should be 
allowed to override other con- 
siderations of community plan- 
ning and organisation. The pre- 
servation of Georgian facades 
and streets may be deemed a 
matter of outstanding civic im- 
portance. It may be necessary— 
though we doubt it—to house 
many thousands “near their 
work” in new blocks of central 
tenements. Improved - public 
transport, transfers of factories 
from central to suburban areas, 
and’ the development of the 
satellite settlements proposed in 
the Corporation’s Development 
Plan, all must be considered 
before the whole future frame- 
work and fabric of Dublin are 
pre-determined by decisions taken 
in time of emergency. We grant 
that, if no other means were at 
hand to deal with exigent hous- 
ing demands, much might be said 
in favour of the Corporation’s 
proposal as an emergency ex- 
pedient, If it could be shown that 
reconstructed flats were substan- 
tially cheaper than cottages of 
equal capacity, the new plan 
might be defended for reasons of 
economy. The' fact, however, is 
that the converted two, or three, 
room flats, at more than £1,000 
apiece, are considerably more 
costly than three-room cottages

' At'Home With Swift 
_, Exhibitions of the works of 
Swift, and of objects associated 
with. hifi; open this week in 
Dublin, Cambridge and Lenin- 
grad. The Russian exhibition is 
suid to consist mainly of transla- 
tions, _ numerous and . varied 
enough to demonstrate the extent 
of the interest taken’ in his 
writings since the death of this 
enigmatic Irishman. In respect 
of first editions and manuscripts, 
the University Library of Cam- 
bridge and the Trinity College 
Library, in Dublin, are probably 
ón a more or less equal footing. 
In making ‘their selection, the

Who 
shall now explain the letter with 
the stimulating opening: “I am 
unable to dine with you and Mr. 
Attorney on account of your 
cursed glasses,” which, apparently, 
was accompanied by a dozen 
glasses for which the bearer was 
to receive a crown? It is a scrap 
saved from the dark backward 
and abysm of 'time, to lie now 
beside the bill incurred for 
muffled peals and other observ- 
ances at St. Patrick’s two hundred 
years ago.

Whatever he was doing must 
have been done with no little skill, 
for at the end of six months the 
British- Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion offered him the job of Special 
Representative in Lisbon. He took 
it, and has been with B.O.A.C. ever 
since.
